Depression of the Wabash tracks

ler, the 17-yeareold daughter of Banke 
John B. Sayler, who was shot and 
killed in the Sayler home on Sunday 
by Dr. W. R. Miller, probably will be 
the most important witness at the pre- 
liminary hearing which has been set 


for tomorrow. 

The girl has avowed her intention of 
doing all in her power to bring about 
the conviction of Dr. Miller, and in ac- 
complishing that purpose she will be 
arrayed against her mother, who is held 
as an accessory to the killing. 

Immediately after the shooting of 
Sayler by Dr. Miller, the girl said that 
the physician had shot Sayler in self- 
defense. She said he had always been 
a good friend of hers and of her moth- 
er. It is believed that papers taken 
from the the secret packet left by 
Sayler and opened for the first time 
yesterday threw new light on the al- 
leged relations existing between Dr. 
Miller and Mrs. Sayler and led the girl 
to change her view of the case. 

The papers contained a letter to “My 
Daughter Goldie,”’ the contents of which 
have not been made public. 


Vows She WII] Prosecute, 
When asked if money had been lef: 


to her, Miss Sayler said today: 

“Tf there is any money left to me I 
will use it all to see that Dr. Miller is 
convicted. I want to see him hanged. 
I hate him.”

Mrs. Chesbrough was unable to ex- 
plain, save by saying that she had en- 
gaged some one to pack her trunk and 
‘his person said it would be all right. 
Breaking down under the examination, 
Mrs. Chesbrough was taken from ‘the 
pier almost in a state of collapse. Her 
husband, who welcomed her at the pier, 
said his wife had met with a fall some 
time previously and he did not think she 
was responsible for her neglect to de- 
clare her apparel and gems. 

In Mrs. Chesbrough’s trunk there was 
also a necklace of imitation pearls, 
which, she said, cost several hundred 
dollars.

It is reported here that an actress, 
Lorraine Woods, who has been a mem- 
ber of a company playing in one of the 
Chicago theaters, was perhaps fatally 
injured in an automobile wreck on the

Very slowly, but none the less surely, 


the Mississippi River began falling at 
St. Louls early Friday morning. At 7 
o'clock the reading was 2.4, a fall of 
one-tenth of a foot from the ultimate 
crest of the flood, which was reached 
at 7 p. m. Thursday. The water level 
was practically stationary during the 
night. 

Both thé Mississippi and the Missouri 
are falling rapidly at up-river points. 
Little rain is expected in the next day 
or two. and there is every probability 
d that a rapid recession of the waters in 
the St. Louis Gistrict will begin shortly, 
to the great relief of thousands to 
whom a few inches more of flood rise 
would bring disaster. 

This flood, coming unusually late in 
the season, after most of the wheat had 
been cut and shocked, has developed a 
new problem as to property ownership, 
, if water-soaked wheat can be called 
i property. R. B. Bradshaw, whose big 
j levee in the West Alton vicinity was 
ib covered with water, finds that the flood 
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left him the harvested wheat from 

sands of acres of other men’s land, 

hed up against his embankment. It 
ix.estimated that $75,000 worth of wheat 
has been deposited against his levee. 

. Ownership a Puzzle. 

Mr. Bradshaw thinks there may be 
still some value in the wheat and he is

BUT IS READY 10 
QUIT THE THRONE 


Mohammed Ali, a Boy, Will 
Probably Be Chosen as 
Persia’s Ruler. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

TERHANA, July 16.—The fact that the 
Shah of Persia this morning took refuge 
in the Russian legatien here, is accepted 
as paramount to his abdication of the 
throne, and arrangements are on feot 
to organize a previsional gevernment, 
pending the appointment of a regent. 

It is probable that the successful revp- 
lutienaries will choose Mohammed Ali, 


the ex-ruler’s son, to rule the State. 
Mohammed Ali is a minor and will be 
under a regent. It is possible that the 
uncle of the dethroned Shah, Zill Es 
Sultan, who is at present in Europe, will 
be given this position. 

The fighting yesterday centered about 
the British legation. A number of loyal 
Bakhtiaris gaining an entrance to the 
city took up 2 position on the tops of 
heuses in the vicinity of the legation 
and near the Nationalist camp, which 
they bombarded ‘with a heavy rifle fire. 
The Nationalists responded and for sev- 
eral hours the British telegraph effices 
and other foreign houses, in which were 
a number of women, were under fire. 

During a lull the women were removed 
to the British legation. 

The battle last night between’ the 
Cossacks besieged in Artillery Square 
and the Nationalists who attempted to 
dislodge them, was exceedingly fierce. 


Shells Bursting Everywhere. 
Non-combatants were compelled to 


seek shelter in cellars, as shells were 
bursting everywhere. The Cossacks suc- 
ceeded in holding their position and on 
the withdrawal of the attacking party 
opened fire with their artillery on the 
Parliamentary building. 

Under cover of this, they made an 
attack on the Nationalist headquarters, 
but were repulsed by a small force of 
Bakhtiaris, who took up a position 
with a Maxim gun in front of the Brit- 
ish legation. 

There is no way of estimating the 
casualties, but so far as is known, no 
foreigners are among the killed oer 
wounded. 

The telegraph operators, who are 
sticking to their instruments, have the 
windows of their house barricaded.

Rioting Has Lasted for Two 
Days—Squads of State 
Constabulary Arrive. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

PITTSBURG, Pa. July 16.—Street 
cars, vehicles and pedestrians are be- 
ing held up today by strikers in the 
vicinity of the Pressed Steel Car Co., 
at McKees Rocks, where there has 
been much disorder during the last 
two days. Every approach to the big 


Plant is guarded by the men, and 
everyone is compelled to satisfy the 
Strikers that they are not seeking 
employment. 

At daylight rioting ceased. For sev- 
eral hours conditions were quiét and 
many of the strikers were at their 
homes sleeping. 

By 9 o'clock, however, the streets 
again took on a lively aspect. The 
strikers began gathering around the 
various entrances to the mill. Reports 
were in circulation that an attempt 
would be made to resume operations in 
@ pertion on the plant. 

Squads of State Constabulary rode 
through the town and took up a posi- 
tion at the upper end of the town, near 
the entrance to the plant. 

At the first sign of rioting the troop- 
ers are under orders to ride into the 
crowds and to shoot. 

A monster mass meeting, attended by 
more than 10,000 strikers and sympa- 


i thizers, was held today on the historic 


Indian Mound at McKees Rocks. 
Situation Is Critical, 
Two wagon loads of’ cots and bed- 
ding were taken into the plant this 
morning. These are to be used by the 
constabulary and deputy sheriffs. It is 
admitted by the authorities that the sit- 
uation 1s critical. 
At 9:30 o’clock the groups of idle 
workmen had increased to such an ex- 
tent that an order was given t® clear 
the streets. The constabulary in squads 
of 10 scattered the strikers. Little re- 
sistance was offered at the time, but 
later, when it was believed all was well, 
the troopers were showered with bricks. 
Several of the policemen were hurt. 
Twenty-two men, charged with rioting, 
were brought from McKee’s Rocks to 
the county jail by Sheritt Gumbert to- 
day. 
The number injured as a result of the 
disorders late last night and today will 
total close to fifty. Several men have 
bullet wounds, but the majority sus- 
tained bruises and cuts when the con- 
stabulary rode into the crowd. 
Strikers Fire on Police. 
At one time fully 10,000 men, women 
and children gathered at a large gate 
of the works. Stones were thrown into 
the stockade, and then the strike sym- 
pathizers opened fire upon the police 
inside. Suddenly the big gate swung 
back and 2 troopers, firing their car- 
bines in the air, rode into the mob at 
full speed. 
For awhile the air was filled with the 
seréims and curses of.the strikers and 
tHef® sympathizers, while the crack of 
the guns spread terror. The mob was 
driven a half mile from the plant, and 
probably thirty persons were injured, 
some of them seriously. ' 


CONDEMNED MAN CONFESSES

Admits His Complicity in Kidnap- 
ing and Murder of Boy. 


HAHNVILLD, La., July 16.—Follow- 
ing his confession that he played a lead- 
ing part in the kidnaping and murder 
of the 8-year-old sen of Peter Lamana, 
Leonard O. Gebbia was hanged here 
today. Peter Lamana, father of the 
murdered child, begged to be allowed to 
witness the execution, but was not al- 
lewed in the court yard, 

Gebbia made a confession to a Cath- 
olic priest and left a letter addressed to 
Gov. Sanders, another to his sister, 
Nicolina, who is serving a life-time sen- 
tence for complicity in the Lamana 
boy’s murder, and a third to his little 
sister, Mena, who is in a New Orleans 
convent.

Charles R. Crane, Manufac- 
turer, Is Decided On by 
the President. 


WASHINGTON, July’ § 16.—President 
Taft has decided to appoint Charles R. 











Crane of the manufacturing firm of 
Crane & Co. of Chicago as Minister to 
China. 

Appointee a Great Traveler. 
Special to the Post-Dispaten. 

CHICAGO, July 16.—Charles R. 
Crane is one of the greatest travelers 
in this country. He has set foot in 
nearly every country. on the globe. He 
has fitted out caravans of his own to 
explore unfrequented lands and is as 
much at home in Russia or China as he 
is on Michigan boulevard. He is a lin- 
guist of considerable attainments, a 
connoisseur in paintings and a collector 
of old and rare books. 

He is prominent as a civic enthusi- 
ast. ; 

Mr. Crane is a son of Richard T. 
Crane, founder of the Crane company, 
which, in its line, is the largest in the 
world. He was educated in the public 
schools of Chicago and after graduating 
he donned overalls and jacket and en- 
tered the employ of the company of 
which his father was head. He learned 
the business from the bottom upward 
and after serving in various capacities 
from the lathe to a. bookkeeper’s stool, 
he became first vice-president of the 
concern in 189 and took charge of the 
foreign business of the company.

Traveled Across Desert. 
During his spare moments Mr. Crane 
had found time for extensive study and 
by the time most young men are leaving 
college with a smattering knowledge of 
a long list of subjects, he had assimi- 
lated two foreign languages and could 
speak them like a native. 

Early in the course of his business 
affairs he went to Russia, where the 
Crane company has extensive interests.

He was well received at the Russian 
court and soon became an authority on 
Russian aftait.

He 
came into close contact with all classes

or eight. Among those he reads is Per- 
sian. Mr. Crane’s linguistic proficiency 
years ago made him a great favorite 
with the old members of the consular 
corps in Chicago. 

In demeanor Mr. Crane is most unas- 
suming. He is at home in all walks of 
life. For three years he was president 
of the Municipal Voters’ League. 

In. 1881 Mr. Crane was married in 
Paterson, N. J., to Cornelia W. Smith 
and they have four children.

HIDES MORPHINE. 
HABIT UNTIL SHE je 
S FOUND DYING 


Woman Keeps Bottle Sewed 
in Skirt Hem for Years—’ 
Takes Overdose. 


Sewed in the hem of her skirt, Mrs. 
Mary Lyons* of 2321 Tennessee avenue 
kept a morphine bottle concealed for 
years from her husband, William D. 
Lyons, and her two daughters. Thurs- 
day afternoon Mr. Lyons discovered that 
his wife was in a state of coma. He 
called Dr. Henry Bartons, who said Mrs 
Lyons had taken a large quantity of 
morphine. 

Mrs. Lyons died in-the City Hospital 
at 10:50 p. m. Her husband and daugh- 
ters declare that she did not commit 
suicide, but took an overdose of the 
drug .to relieve pain. She was 52 years 
old. : 

Mrs. Lyons, after she was revived, 
said she had telephoned to a druggist 
for “kidney medicine’ and had received 
100 grains of morphine, all of which she 
had swallowed. She said she had made 
arrangements with the druggist to send 
her the drug whenever she telephoned 
for kidney medicine. 

Members of the family at first would 
not believe that she had taken mor. 
phine, there befhg no bottle in sight. 
Finally Mrs. Lyons admitted that she 
kept it sewed in the bottom of her 
skirt. The empty bottle was found 
there. ; 

Mr. Lyons told the physician that his 
wife had suffered from kidney trouble 
for 15 years, and until about seven 
years ago she had been in the habic of 
taking morphine to relieve her pain. 
She had quit taking the drug then, he 
said, and he was unaware that she had 
resumed the habit. Mrs. Lyons said 
she began using the drug again about 
two years ago. 

The police made inquiries at the drug 
store indicated by Mrs. Lyons and were 
told that she was not known there, and 
that morphine would not be delivered 
even to a physician on a telephone or- 
der.

Busy Opening Elaborate Headquarters 
---Mail Floods Leaders.

NEW YORK, July 16.—Rivalry for so- 
Cla] leadership has been carried to the 


field of suffrage by Mrs.O. H. P. Belmont 
and Mrs. Clarence Mackay. Both are 
deeply interesied in the fight for rights 
for women, and they are both prepar- 
ing their lines of battle for the fight 
Which is to develop this fall. 

Mrs. Mackay was first in the field 
With the establishment of the Equal 
Franchise Society, of which she is the 
president, This organization has re- 
cently opened clubrooms on the twen- 
ty-ninth floor of the new Metropolitan 
Tower, On the door in gold letters are 
the words: 

**Equal Franchise Society. 

“Office of the President. 

“Office hours from 2 to 4 o’clock Mon- 
days and ‘lhursdays.”’ 

The office was opened about two 
weeks ago by Mrs. Mackay in person, 
and for a few days she kept the office 
hours rigorously. Burt the summer heat 
has evidently been too severe, for al- 
though yesterday was Thursday none 
of the workers for the rights for wom- 
en appeared. 

Officials of the building said that on 
account of the hot weather Mrs. Mac- 
kay sent her secretary occasionally to 
get the large quantity of mail, which 
she read over at her summer home in 
hKoslyn, L. 4. 

Not to be outdone by Mrs. Mackay, 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont enaged rooms 
in the building at 605 Fifth avenue, 
near the corner of Forty-second street, 
for the use of the. Women’s Suffrage 
League. Workmen were busily engaged 
ripping and putting in. partitions yes- 
terday afternoon. The rooms will be 
as elaborately furnished as the quarters 
of the rival society in the Metropolitan 
‘rower. 

It is expected that the new quarters 
will be occupied by the league about 
the middle of August, when all indica- 
ligns point to the opening of an aggres- 
sive campaign for women’s rights. 

Though the acquisition of these rooms

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TAFT WINS BIG. 
VICTORY OVER. 
TARIFE. FIXER 


President Will Name Duty on 
Crude Oil, Hides, Coal and 
Iron Ore. 





By Wire From the Washington 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—President 
Taft won a big victory when the tariff 
conferees agreed to leave to him the 
fixing of the rates on certain important 
disputed items. As these include crude 
oil, hides, coal, iron ore, parts of the 
woolen schedule, and some other sched- 
ules, the concession amounts to a good 
deal. The details of the surrender have 

not been worked out. 

This ig only a starter. The President 
wil! not be satisfied with piecemeal 
cosnpromises, with the expectation that 
he will put up with other things. The 
friends of the President are thoroughly 
aroused over the situation. They know 
the country is watching the develop- 
ments closely, and the result of their 
observations is pouring into the White 
House in the form of big bags of let- 
ters. 

The war flags no sooner went up at 
the White House than the peace signals 
began flying at the Capitol. The con- 
ferees: were in no position for a knock- 
down, drag-out fight with the President. 

It is understood the blue pencil of the 
President will not make light marks. 
He will insist upon big extensions to 
the free list. The hide people are al- 
ready alarmed. 

The President’s position is made se- 
cure by the knowledge that there will 
be a sufficient number in the House to 
support him, in case he does not ap- 
prove of the conference report. All 
necessary would be for these to join 
with the Democrats against the Cannon 
rule, and the tariff rule would go back 
to conference. 

The President will be perfectly willing 
to let his friends employ these tactics, 
and keep it up until the - conference 
committee gets tired. 

The rates suggested by Mr. Taft in 
each instance will be accepted by the 
conference committee, and embodied in 
its report. This is considered a neat 
way of pleasing the President, Con- 
gress and the people, all at one time, 
and without exertion by the conferees.

Not Make Butter From 
Kerosene.

NEW YORK, July 16.—Notwithstand- 
ing formal denials that the Standard 
Oil Co. is bent on wiping “‘Mrs. Muley 
Cow’’ off the map by converting fra- 
grant kerosene into butter at its Whit- 
ing (Ind.) plant, somebody at Whiting 
or the nearby town of Hammond, in- 
sists that the Standard is spending 
$1,000,000 on a butter-making plant. 

A dispatch was received in the Post- 
Dispatch Bureau today giving details 
of the alleged. process by which oil be- 
comes butter. This process does not 
sound simple, and prudent housewives 
are warned not to use the information 
here given in an attempt to convert the 
contents of the family oil can into the 
stuff that goes on bread. Here is the 
recipe: 

| Heavy: oils, of no use for illumina- 

tion, are passed through red-hot 

tubes to decompose them into fixed 
gases, methone and ethone. These 
are then converted into methyl and 
ethyl alcohols, thence into acetic and 
other acids. These are transformed 
into glyceral testers of fats by heat- 
ing the glycerin, and by combining 
fats in proportion a pure butter is 
ade. ‘ 
“Sounds Easy, Says Smith. 

James Smith, u jolly, fat man, is the 
head of all the manufacturing depart- 
ments of the Standard Oj] Co. This 
recipe for turning oil into butter was 
shown to him. When he had read it, 
he groaned. 

“It sounds easy, doesn’t it?” he said. 

“But the Standard is not spending a 
cent of its hard-earned $1,000,000,000 or 
$!.100,000,000 on any such game as that. 
It has never’ dreamed of making butter 
out of oil. It has a big plant at Whit- 
ing, which turns out illuminating and 
lubricating oils, waxes, grease and other 
things, but butter is not on thé menu, 
end there is no chance of its getting 
there. 

“Ever since this butter-making fiction 
was started we have been overrun with 
offers from commission merchants who 
make butter tubs, who want us as a 
customer. There is as much chance of 
our making butter as there is of our 
manufacturing eggs.”

the $1,500,000 worth of stock on the 


floors above. | ae 


But, having responded to an alarm, 
the firemen saw only their duty to put 
out the fire, however great the dan- 
ger to themselves might be. 

The second sub-basement of the big 
warehouse—one of the largest in the 
Cupples group—is used as a packing 
room. The steel and concrete fireproof 
vault 50 feet square in the center of 
the floor. was built. to store the baled 
hay and exceisior used in packing glass 
and other fragile articles. The value of 
the contents of the vault is estimated at 
less than $500. 

No Sign of Fire at First. 

Heat generated in the vault turned in 
an automatic alarm of fire through 
means of a thermostat connecting with 
automatic sprinklers outside the vault 
at 8:30 a. m. Thursday: When firemen 
reached the building there was no sign 
of a fire. 

The firemen broke open the outer 
doors of the warehouse on the Poplar 
street side and groped their way down 
the narrow winding staircases to the 
second sub-basement. Here, by the light 
of their lanterns they could see that 
the sprinklers had been playing, but 
still they could not find the fire. 

Feeling his way about in the dark one 


of the firemen touched the outer wall of 


the vault. It was so hot that it blis- 
tered his fingers. 

Under orders from Chief Swingley, 
who was one of the first to arrive, the 
men broke down thé steel door of the 
vault with their axes. 


The. imprisoned smoke generated by |- 3% 


the burning hay and excelsior burst 
forth with the force of an explosion. 
Six firemen were knocked down. Be- 
fore they could regain their feet they 
were overcome by the smoke. 

Other firemen rushing in to fight the 
fire stumbled over their comrades’ pros- 
trate forms. They dragged their com- 
rades from in front of the door and 
took their places, calling to the men 
behind them. to carry the unconscious 
men into the open air. 

Chief Swingley ordered that the 
stricken men be borne up the winding 
stairways to the street. When the men 
who obeyed this command returned 
they found that the second relay at the 


Emergency calls were sent out for 
vehicles to carry the unconscious men to 
the Dispensary. Four patrol wagons, 
two city ambulances, two taxicabs and 
five automobiles responded. The auto- 
mobiles were called by A. J. Quinn of 
129 North Twelfth street, who was one 
of the first who saw the need for un- 
usual facilities. 

For two hours relay after relay of 
men were sent to the vault to fight the 
fire and every man who approached the 
door was overcome. 

Chief Swingley and Assistant Chief 
Busch worked in the forefront and had 
to be carried out several times. 

Firemen Become Delirious. 

Physicians at the City Hospital say 
that the gas which was generated by 
the burning hay and excelsior was car- 
bon gas, the same deadly vapor which 
arises from burning coal in a mine. 

Some of the men became delirious 
when they reached the open air and 
others were revived with great diff- 
culty. 

Water from sprinklers and fire hose 
caused $15,000 damage to stock in the 
warehouse.

BEATEN AND DROWNED 


‘Lured to Lonely Spot on the 


retext of Meeting 
Girls. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
PORT HURON, Mich., July 16.—R. 
Rosenberg, a cigarmaker of Cleveland, 
O., was murdered on a lonely island in 
the St. Clair Flats, just above the Joe 
Bedore summer resort. 
A few hours later, Frank Elbera, also 


of Cleveland, who is charged with the 
murder, was found dead, evidently from 
poison self administered, when he found 
that arrest was imminent. 

A third Cleveland man, Sam Frisbie, is 
held in jail here as an accessory to 
the murder and has confessed to Prose- 
cutor Stewart details of the killing. He 
declares the only thing he did was to 
drag the body out of the water. 

The three men met at Bedore’s Ho- 
tel, where they had gone for a vacation. 
Last night they attended a dance at 
the hotel, and Rosenberg showed a large 
sum of money. Frisbie says Elbera 
lured Rosenberg to the island under pre- 
text of meeting some girls. Rosenberg’s 
body was found lying face downward in 


about 500 feet from the dance hall. 

There was a deep gash in the back of 

his head and his money was missing. 
Assaulted and Drowned, 

According to the story told Prosecutor 
Stewart by Frisbie, Elbera knocked 
Rosenberg in the head with the butt of 
his revolver and then held him under 
water until the cigarmaker was drowned. 

Frisbie said that race hatred, as well 
as greed, seeme to enter into Elbera’s 
attack on Rosenberg. ‘‘I’ll get that Jew 
yet,” he says Elbera declared. 

As officers who were summoned when 
the murder was discovered returned to 
the hotel with the body, they heard 
Frank Elbera scream, “I’ve taken dope, 
help.”’ 

They rushed to his side, but he died in 
a few moments. 

Elbera’s room was searched and in a 
suit case wa- found a revolver and some 
blood-stained clothes, in the pockets of 
which was nearly $200. The officers then 
took into custody Elbera’s roommate, 
Sam Frisble. 

Jrishie Attempts Suicide. 

Frisbie attempted suicide in his cell 
tonight. He tied one end of his sus- 
penders tightly about his neck and the 
other to the bars of the cell. He then 
lay down drawing it tight. An officer 
saved him. 

Later he said: TI could not bear the 
disgrace and wanted to end it all be- 
fore they dragged me into court.”
